Crnlc TolllTer ami Hn Guns; Will 


rorize Ko^van County No ?Ioro 


—Criminal Now*. 


MOUNT STKRLIN-CI, Ky.,.Inno 23.—A ru- 


mor hns reached this phco that Cmig Tolii- 
vcr, the noted desperado, and his two 
brothers were killed at More-head Wednes- 
day morning in u KOnerul light between tho 
factions. It is also thought that tho lighting 
is still in progress. Tolliver was noticed 
recently by tho friends of tho two Logan 
boys, lately killed, that hu must leave llio 
country or tako tho consequences o£ hli 
deeds, 


LATKK—Details of tho killing of tho Tolli- 


ver boys aro just at Imnil. Jt appears that 
thero had for a long timo beer, ill-ft'eling 
between Dr. Logan's family and tho Tuliivcr 
gflng, At tho las- election Tolliv^r was 
elected Judge, less than lii'ty votes having 
been cast, the murderous ruflians preventing 
the citizoiu from voting. Shortly afterward 
Tolliver proceeded Lo arrest tho Logan boys 
for some alleged offense, and shot them both, 
claiming to havo dono so in self-defense, tuid 
because tho boys • resisted what the}- know 
was an unwarrantable interference with 
their liberty. Ever since then excitement 
lias beon on tho ir.ci-easo, until the shc'rifT of 
Rowan countv \vent cjuietly 1.0 work deter- 
mined to make a last, desperatocll'ort to arrest 
Craig Tolliver and bring him to justice. Heor- 
gar.ized a posso of Ifli) men, and swupt down 
on

wheru Tolltver und his 


followers were. Rumors of the sheriff's 
coming had been circulated, but Tollivor, 
confident of his own power, was not afraid, 
and determined to resist: arrest.
